Mixed messages in 
Gaza-israei confiict

GAZA/JERUSALEM A Hamas official said 
Egyptian mediators had clinched a truce with 
Israel on Tuesday that would go into effect 
within hours, but Egypt and Israel said a Gaza 
cease-fire deal was still up in the air after a 
week of fighting. 

“The talks are still continuing,” an Egyptian 
official, who declined to be identified, said. 
He said Cairo was hopeful for an agreement 
later in the day 

Israel pressed on with its strikes in Gaza on 
the seventh day of its offensive and Palestin- 
ian rockets still flashed across the border as 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton headed to 
the region after attending an Asian summit. 

The Jewish state launched the campaign 
last week with the declared aim of halting the 
rocketing of its towns from the Palestinian 
enclave, ruled by the Hamas militant group 
that does not recognize Israel’s right to exist. 

Medical officials in Gaza said 2i Palestin- 
ians were killed Tuesday An Israeli soldier and 
a civilian died when rockets exploded near the 
Gaza frontier, police and the army said. 

Gaza medical officials say 130 people have 
died in Israeli strikes, mostly civilians, includ- 
ing 31 children. In all, five Israelis have died, 
including three civilians killed last week. 

Clinton was due to meet Prime Minister 


Benjamin Netanyahu late Tuesday in Jerusa- 
lem. Earlier, he said that Israel was open to 
a long-term deal aimed at ending Palestinian 
rocket attacks that have plagued its southern 
region for years. 

Khaled Meshaal, the exiled leader of 
Hamas, said Monday that Israel must halt 
its military action and lift its blockade of the 
Palestinian coastal enclave in exchange for a 
truce. 

Both Netanyahu, favored to win a January 
national election, and President Obama have 
said they want a diplomatic solution rather 
than a possible Israeli ground operation in the 
densely populated territory home to 1.7 mil- 
lion Palestinians. 

Speaking to Reuters from Cairo, where 
intensive efforts have been under way to end 
the violence, Hamas official Ayman Taha said 
“an agreement for calm has been reached.” 

He said it would be declared at 9 p.m. local 
time— though no deal was announced as the 
clock ticked past that hour— and take effect 
at midnight. 

Netanyahu spokesman Mark Regev said 
thatTaha’s announcement was premature and 
Israeli military operations in Gaza would con- 
tinue in parallel with diplomacy: “We’re not 
there yet,” Regev said on CNN. “The ball’s 
still in play”

Westmalle Tripel: “Thanksgiving is an enormous meal, 
with many different kinds of food on people’s plates,’’ 
Mosher says. “You want something that won’t get lost in 
the shuffle but won’t stomp over everything.’’ Westmalle, 
a pale orange beer, with a biscuit and lemon-tinged aro- 
ma and an elegant, complex flavor with notes of honey, 
hay and apricots fits the bill. 



Founders Red’s Rye P.A.: When 
it comes to dessert, “bring it on,’’ 
Mosher says. Try a rye-based pale ale 
like Red’s Rye that has burnt sugar 
notes, similar to those in a dessert like 
pecan pie. The bitter hops help cut 
through the pie’s sweetness. 


Two Brothers Domaine DuPage: French bieres de 
garde are amber with soft, caramelized flavors that 
complement the turkey’s browned skin and gravy, 
Oliver says. Try Domaine DuPage with its notes of bis- 
cuits, caramel and candied fruit. 

Brooklyn Brewery Local 2: Oliver will take his own 
brewery’s beer to Thanksgiving dinner, which, like most 
tables, is filled with foods that have earthy, nutty and 
caramelized flavors. A dark abbey ale with brown sugar, 
raisin and dried fruit flavors. Local 2 works with every- 
thing from sweet potatoes to Brussels sprouts, he says. 
“It tastes slightly sweet, but it’s actually very dry and 
pretty strong at 9 percent [alcohol],’’ he says. 


Samuel Smith’s Imperial Stout: “This 
style was originally brewed just for 
Catherine the Great, so you know it’s 
luxurious,’’ Oliver says. “These are 
strong, dark beers made with plenty 
of roasted malts, giving them flavors 
reminiscent of dark chocolate and 
coffee. They’re great with pumpkin 
pies, cakes and tarts, and particularly 
good with ice cream.’’ For Oliver, an 
exemplar of the style is the pitch- 
black Samuel Smith’s with its notes of 
coffee, chocolate, prunes and raisins.

MIND BEING A YOUNGSTER ON SET

In reality, “Red Dawn” star Josh Peck says, Twitter would be the No. i communica- 
tion tool during a foreign invasion. 

“#holy[bleepl,” says the actor, best known for Nickelodeon’s “Drake and 
Josh” series and films including “The Wackness.” “#OhMyGodWe’reAtWar. 
#rmSo{BleepinglScaredRightNow. [Laughs.] It would be intense.” 

In the remake of the 1984 cult favorite opening Friday, Twitter’s not an option. 
TIigh school quarterback Matt (Peck), his older brother/Marine, Jed (Chris Hem- 
sworth), Robert (Josh TIutcherson), and others have only their courage and loyalty 
to each other to help them fight an army of North Koreans who fly into Spokane, 
Wash. The new “Red Dawn” was filmed in 2009 and signifies the rare action movie 
that emphasizes character and on-the-ground combat over 3-D effects and CGI 
battles. 

Over breakfast at Brunch in River North, the 26 -year-old NewThrk native 
talked about how he’d react in an invasion, bleeding on the set and his desire to 
remake “The Mighty Ducks.” 


The movie presents such an extreme situ- 
ation. How do you think you would react if 
this really happened? 

I’d be dead. I’m pretty sure. I don’t know if 
I’m exactly in a position to help protect any- 
thing. I hope that they would be able to use 
me in some sort of USO fashion. [Laughs.] 
Entertaining the troops, distracting them 
as they’re fighting and whatnot. I think in 
pretty much every respect that’s what I 
would be best at. 

They’re like, “The war just started, Josh, 
stop trying to say you want to do stand-up. 
They’re in the middle of fighting.” 

Exactly I’d be like, “Listen, they need some 
sort of entertainment while they’re having 
their midday lunch.” 


“If everyone can just cease fire ...” 

“Is this thing on? How ’bout that mustard 
gas, huh? How come mustard has the condi- 
ment monopoly on warfare?” 

You weren’t hugely into sports growing up. 
How much training did you have to do to be 
a high-school quarterback for “Red Dawn”? 

I got put in football training for a week. 

This movie was like boyhood fantasy after 
boyhood fantasy come true between military 
training and being with Navy SEALs and Ma- 
rines. Thank God I had this brilliant double 
who was an arena football [player]. If at all I 
come across cool, it’s because of him. 

You wound up with a scar and stitches filming 
this. What were those incidents like, and what 
was going through your head at the time? 







Well I got two stitches here {near his left 
ear] because there’s a scene where I’m run- 
ning to go save my girlfriend in the movie, 
and the gun that I’m holding caught on the 
end of a seat and wound up knocking me in 
the head. And there’s blood coming down 
and I was like, “Let’s go again.” And they 
were like, “Why don’t you try the hospital 
first?” So now I’m in the Detroit trauma 
center and the doctor looks at me. He 
says “What happened?” I said 
“For real, doc?” He was like, 

“Yeah.” I said, “I was run 
ning down a school bus 
with an AK-47 
hit me in the head.” 

He’s like, “Oh, third 
one today So, are 
you an extra?” I’m 
like, “Let me assure 
you. I’m a pretty big 
deal, bro.” 

It seems lik ^ Chris 
Hemsworth was asked 
to step up and be the leader 
when going though the military 
training. What was it like watching 
him transform into a guy who was supposed 
to be a Marine? 

He’s a natural leader in that respect. He was 
26 when we were shooting the film, and so 
he and [Adrianne Palicki] were the oldest 
people in the cast, and then there was [Isabel 
Lucas] and I that were 23, and Josh Hutch- 
erson and [Connor Cruise] that were 14 and 
16. In that respect, much like the characters 
in the movie, they were the maternal and 
patriarchal aspect of the film. And so they 
ushered us to a lot of things and took care of 
us in many ways. Especially with Chris, he 
would laugh with me and another actor in 


the film, this kid Julian [Alcaraz], who played 
Greg. We were kind of the young kids always 
giving him a hard time. [Chris] was like, 
“Come here, my little cubs.” He would like 
call us his little cubs. We’d be sitting at the 
lunch table in the middle of the day He’d be 
like, “Oy little cubs hungry ” That’s like my 
awful Australian accent. 

That was an accent? 

^ah. I don’t even know what 
just happened. I’m not proud 
of it. I’ve done “oy” before 
and I feel like I got 
something going on.

Did anyone ever 
accidentally call him 
“dad”? 

Me. I have him under 
Dad” in my cell- 
phone.

Where the original’s chilling opening of 
foreign paratroopers invading Colorado and 
firing into a school gave way to a nonsensi- 
cal tale of high school kids who absolutely 
dominate trained soldiers, the makers of the 
2012 “Red Dawn” actually took time to figure 
out how to make the movie work.

from the Chinese to the North Koreans, but 
otherwise has its head on straight. Jed (Chris 
Hemsworth) now is a Marine, and he combat 
trains the teenagers he holes up with during 
the invasion. His leadership convincingly 
mobilizes a group of kids (including Josh 
Peck as Jed’s brother Matt and Josh Hutcher- 
son of “The Hunger Games” as Robert) who 
grow up very quickly when forced to defend 
themselves and their homes against an en- 


emy that apparently has wiped out all forms 
of communication. (Obviously Twitter would 
be a major factor in such an event.) 

It’s still absurd when the American rebels 
shout “Wolverines!” in salute to their high 
school mascot during the fight. Robert, 
who notes “We’re living ‘Call of Duty’ and it 
sucks,” while demanding Subway sandwiches 
(but no flatbread!) at gunpoint, quickly goes 
from funny to disturbing. Thing is, teenagers 


go to war aU the time, and this “Red Dawn” is 
no joke. Though the movie’s also no “Sky- 
fall,” it’s a scary, action-packed war zone that 
demonstrates the cost of selfishness and the 
importance of bonding as a team. 

I wonder how many young fans of Hem- 
sworth and Hutcherson will respond to the 
title, though. Were it not already taken, a 
bigger box-office hit might have come with 
the name “Step Up 2 the Streets.”

Slice of adventure 


Boasting a title that 
Homer Simpson 
would decry for false 
advertising— it’s 
easy to imagine him 
hungrily moaning, 
“Mmm, a life of 
pie!”-“Life of Pi” is 
not really about the life of man named Pi. A 
more accurate title would be, “My Adoles- 
cent Religious Exploration and Traumatizing 
Shipwreck and Don’t Worry About the Next 
Three Decades Because I’m Alive and Every- 
thing Turned Out Eine.” 

Great stories don’t need to call them- 
selves great stories, but that’s what 
“Life of Pi” does. A nameless 
writer in India (Rafe Spall of 
“Prometheus”) hears that he 
simply must meet a man in 
Canada with a story “that 
would make me believe 
in God.” That’s enough to 
raise his curiosity; he travels 
to Montreal and sits down 
with Pi (played as an adult by, 

Irrfan Khan), who obviously enjoys 
Ted Mosby’s long, continuous storytell- 
ing style. 

Pi then recounts a youth lived as a Muslim, 
Christian and Hindu and focuses on the time 
the ship he and his family were taking to 
North America tipped. That leaves Pi (played 
by Suraj Sharma as a 17-year-old) alone in a 
lifeboat with a zebra, orangutan, hyena and 
Bengal tiger— funnily named Richard Parker 
as a result of a paperwork error. 

Director Ang Lee’s (“Brokeback Moun- 
tain”) gorgeously shot 3-D film features

spectacular footage on the water: A giant 
storm tosses boats the size of a city block 
and people the size of Gerard Depardieu 
(pointlessly cast as a racist Erenchman) like 
playthings; Pi, who grows not a whisker in 
months and months at sea, labors to endure 
endless, hungry days with his animals. 

In his big-screen debut, Sharma’s an ideal 
find, holding the screen as well as Tom Hanks 
in “Cast Away” His determination astounds, 
especially as he refuses to betray Rich- 
ard Parker, which would represent 
a significant increase in Pi’s 
safety but mean stabbing a val- 
ued companion in the back. 

Yet “Life of Pi,” adapted 
from Yann Martel’s novel, 
ultimately becomes a heavy 
story that’s deceptively 
shallow The cracks in Pi’s 
faith conveniently disappear 
without explanation. As a boy 
he claims a priest’s discussion of 
God and Jesus “made no sense” and as 
an adult notes that his father’s polio wasn’t 
cured by God but by Western medicine. Nev- 
ertheless, an experience that kills his family 
and nearly destroys him solidifies his belief? 
Come on. 

Plus, how this incident impacts the rest 
of the life of Pi remains totally and absurdly 
unclear. Since the writer takes no notes and 
doesn’t tape-record the story he hopefully 
will question Pi about that when he asks to 
hear the whole thing over again.

Tarantino XX 

A very big box of action marks the 20th anniversary of the release of Quentin Tarantino’s “Reservoir 
Dogs,” the movie that established him as a writer, director and occasional Oscar darling. This Blu-ray 
collection includes eight films with Tarantino ties. He directed seven: the three mentioned above plus 
“Jackie Brown,” the two parts of “Kill Bill” and “Death Proof,” which was first seen as his half of the 
“Grindhouse” collaboration with Robert Rodriguez. Then there’s “True Romance,” which Tarantino 
wrote and Tony Scott directed. It’s a mass of mad plotting, strange dialogue, violence, shocks and 
homages to other films-everything, in short, that makes Tarantino loved, hated or, at times, just dull. 
Extras: In addition to archival extras, it has impressive graphics and two discs of added material, in- 
cluding a look back at Tarantino’s career that by itself runs more than two hours.

The Expendables 2 

Doubling down on what worked just fine two years ago, the sequel to “The Expendables” 
brings back Sylvester Stallone, Jason Statham, Jet Li, Dolph Lundgren, Bruce Willis and 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, and adds Chuck Norris and Jean-Claude Van Damme to the 
roster of action veterans paying homage to the big, dumb, guns-and-bombs flicks of the 
1980s. The plot this time has the team of mercenaries losing one of their own and exact- 
ing revenge, but “plot” isn’t really the point of either of the “Expendables” movies. The 
idea is to show buff, beloved old stars, swapping quips and bullets while running in slow- 
motion ahead of explosions. The big difference with the second movie is that Stallone 
abandons the director’s chair to Simon West, who has more experience making a block- 
buster shoot-em-up look as slick as it’s supposed to.

Naughty disguising itself as nice 



“Hey kids, what 
would you think 
about a movie in 
which pizza and ice 
cream were voiced by 
your mom and Selena 
Gomez and they had 
sleepovers and fought 
crime?

That kind of foolish, focus-grouped 
approach theoretically inspired the 3-D 
animated “Rise of the Guardians,” in which 
tattooed and/or snarky versions of icons 
that commercialize religious holidays (Santa 
Claus, the Easter Bunny), fairy tale figures 
(the Tooth Fairy the Sandman) and a char- 
acter that barely figures into childhood at all 
(Jack Frost) combine to defend the world’s 
kids. Actually, they only protect kids who 
believe in them, so that wipes out a large, 
unrecognized-by-the-film percentage of the 
planet right there. 

These beings operate vaguely in service 
of hope and wonder and other generalized 
concepts but also in their own self-interest; 
much of their desire to make kids believe is

so Jack Frost (voiced by Chris Pine) and the 
others feel validated. 

The group’s enemy is Pitch (Jude Faw, ef- 
fectively menacing), a bogeyman who haunts 
dreams with demon horses as if that’s the 
only thing kids have nightmares about. Some 
details worth mentioning: Santa (known as 
North and voiced by Alec Baldwin) is Eastern 
European, Jack Frost experiences a Jesus-like 
resurrection and the Man in the Moon is the 
one who recruits guardians to their posts. 

There’s imagination-driven suspension of 
disbelief and there’s total, shameless garbage. 
The characters in “Rise of the Guardians” are 
flat-out offensive, corrupting the curiosities 
of young viewers into a toxic soup of bland 
earnestness and hectic action. The script by 
David Findsay-Abaire, adapted from William 
Joyce’s “The Guardians of Childhood” and 
Joyce’s short film “Man in the Moon,” seems 
to have “forced, whimsical laugh” written on 


every page. 

David, just because characters yell “Wa- 
hoo!” and cackle while flying through the air 
doesn’t mean a movie’s fun. 

All kids lose teeth. Not all kids love freez- 
ing weather or recognize Santa. Without 
identifying what this fantasy ensemble means 
to children, “Rise” cares much more about its 


irritating characters than the youngsters they 
supposedly live to protect. Director Peter 
Ramsey whose previous directing credit is 
the TV movie “Monsters vs. Aliens: Mutant 
Pumpkins from Outer Space,” delivers a film 
as vapid and false as “The Polar Express,” 
“Hop” and the tale of Dwayne Johnson be- 
coming the Tooth Fairy Combined.
